BRITISH COAL MINING INDUSTRY 
THE THIRD QUARTER OF 1938 


The output of saleable coal during the quarter under 
review amounted to 52? million tons, or 1% million tons 
less than in the previous quarter and 5 million tons less 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1937. The de- 
crease in output has been accompanied by a decrease 
in the number of wage-earners employed and in the 
number of days worked. 


Shipments abroad (including foreign bunkers and the 
coal-equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel ex- 
ported) amounted to 12? million tons, about one-half 
million tons more than in the previous quarter; the 
volume of coal cargo exports was, however, slightly less 
and practically the whole of the increase in total ship- 
ments was attributable to larger exports of coke. The 
total foreign shipments were over 3 million tons less 
than in the September quarter of 1937; all classes of 
the trade showed decreases. The quantity of coal avail- 
able for consumption in Great Britain was 39} million 
tons, which was about 2} million tons less than in the 
previous quarter and 2 million tons less than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year. 


The customary seasonal improvement in employ- 
ment became evident towards the end of the quarter, 
but there is still considerable leeway to make up before 
reaching the high level at the beginning of the year. 
The average number of wage-earners on colliery books 
fell by 13,200 as compared with the June quarter, the 
districts most affected being Durham (4,300), Yorkshire 
(2,400), South Wales and Monmouthshire (2,200) and 
Scotland (1,500). There was a net reduction in the 
numbers employed as compared with the September 
quarter, 19837; Derby, Nottingham and Leicester, how- 
ever, showed an increase of 1,500. Working time at 





the pits averaged 57% days, which was 1} days less 
than in the previous quarter and 6 days less than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year. This was mainly 
due to more time being lost on account of want of 
trade; the implementing of ‘‘ holidays with pay” 
agreements in several districts was, however, partly 
the cause of the reduction in the total working time. 


An increase in the pit price of household coal for the 
London markets came into operation as from 1 Sep- 
tember. The amount of such increase was 6d. more 
than has been customary since 1934. The average de- 
clared value, f.0.b., of all coal exported during the 
quarter was 20s. 11d., as compared with 21s. 1d. in the 
June quarter and 19s. 2d. in the September quarter of 
1937. 


OUTPUT 


The quantity of saleable coal raised was 52°4 million 
tons, as compared with 54 million tons in the previous 
quarter and 57-4 million tons in the corresponding 
quarter of last year. 


As compared with the previous quarter, output de- 
clined in all districts except Northumberland and the 
‘‘ Other English Districts.’”’ Durham (604,900 tons), 
Scotland (493,100 tons) and Yorkshire (415,200 tons) 
were the districts which showed the largest decreases. 


All districts shared in the decrease of 5 million tons 
when comparison is made with the corresponding 
quarter of 1937. The districts chiefly affected were: 
Durham 1,193,900 tons (14 per cent.), South Wale 
and Monmouth 1,178,200 tons (12-2 per cent.), York 
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shire 731,900 tons (72 per cent.), Derby, Notting- 
ham and Leicester 586,900 tons (7'7 per cent.), and 
Scotland 562,900 tons (7:5 per cent.).

The average number of wage-earners on Colliery 
Books during the quarter was 773,200, as compared 
with 786,400 in the previous quarter and 780,300 in the 
September quarter of 1937. As compared with the 
previous quarter, numbers declined in all districts and 
particularly in Durham (4,300), Yorkshire (2,400), 
South Wales and Monmouth (2,200) and Scotland 
(1,500). As compared with the September quarter of 
1937, the average number of wage-earners declined by 
7,100. Most districts recorded decreases, principally 
Durham (2,900), Lancashire, Cheshire and North 
Wales (1,600) and South Wales and Monmouth (1,400).

As compared with the 
previous quarter, shipments rose by over 4 million 
tons, but while there were increases in the other classes 
of shipment trade, principally coke, the quantity of 
coal shipped as cargo was slightly less.

As compared with the June quarter exports to 
Europe and the Mediterranean countries fell by 35,000 
tons. Increases were recorded to the Baltic States 
(190,000 tons), Eire (79,000 tons) and Italy (73,000 
tons), but to all the other countries in Europe there 
were decreases and principally to France, Belgium and 
Holland (124,000 tons), Malta, Gibraltar and the 
Channel Islands (68,000 tons) and Spain and Portugal 
(58,000 tons). Outside Europe there was an increase 
in cargo shipments to Northern and Central America 
(112,000 tons); to other destinations decreases were 
recorded making a net increase of only 23,000 tons. 

As compared with the September quarter of 1937, 
shipments to European countries fell by 1,987,000 
tons, of which France, Belgium and Holland (979,000 
tons), Scandinavia (630,000 tons) and Italy (282,000 
tons) together accounted for 95 per cent., while ship- 
ments to Eire increased somewhat. To destinations 
outside Europe only Northern and Central America 
showed a small increase, whereas shipments to other 
countries declined by 420,000 tons.

CONSUMPTION OF CoaL AT Home 


The quantity of coal available for consumption in 
Great Britain during the quarter, which amounted to 
395 million tons, was 2°2 million tons less than in the 
June quarter, and 2:1 million tons less than in the Sep- 
tember quarter of 1937. 


These figures represent the tonnage of coal produced 
aud imported, less the tonnage shipped abroad and to 
Northern Ireland, but make no allowance for changes 
in the stocks of coal held by producers and consumers. 


SELLING PRICES 


Quotations for household coal in the London markets 
Were Increased as from 1 September. The amount of 
such increase was 6d. more than has been customary 
since 1934. The average declared value of all coal ex- 
ported during the quarter was 20s, 11d. per ton, f.o.b., 
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as compared with 21s. 1d. per ton in the June quarter 
and 19s. 2d. per ton in the September quarter of 1937. 
Market quotations for export coal remained practically 
unchanged.

WAGES 


In those Districts for which information is available, 
the trading results in the period governing wages in the 
third quarter of 1938 showed, in the majority of Dis- 
tricts, increases over the corresponding period of 1937. 


Wages above the minimum were paid throughout the 
period in Scotland, North Derbyshire, Nottingham- 
shire, South Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Cannock 
Chase, Warwickshire and Somersetshire and, with the 
exception of North Derbyshire and Nottinghamshire, 
were at higher rates than in the third quarter of 1937. 
In Nottinghamshire, however, basis rates for lower paid 
men have been increased since the earlier period. 


In Durham, Yorkshire, South Wales and Monmouth- 
shire, North Staffordshire, Cumberland, North Wales, 
Bristol, Forest of Dean and Kent, wages remained at 
the minimum throughout the quarter under review, but 
in Cumberland and Forest of Dean the minima were 
higher than in the third quarter of 1987, while in North 
Wales and Bristol] flat rate payments were higher. In 
Yorkshire the minimum rates were higher during July 
and August than in the corresponding months of 1937, 
but in September were slightly lower, owing to the 
operation of a special arrangement regarding minimum 
rates. 


Wages were paid at the minimum during part of the 
September quarter in the Northumberland, Lancashire 
and Cheshire, and South Staffordshire Districts. As 
compared with the corresponding quarter of 1937, all 
these Districts, with the exception of South Stafford- 
shire for part of the period, were at a higher rate 
throughout. 


During the third quarter of 1938 Holidays with Pay 
agreements were concluded in Scotland and South Staf- 
fordshire; in Warwickshire and Shropshire Districts, 
although agreements were not signed, holiday allow- 
ances were made during the quarter. 


The average cash earnings per shift of all classes 
throughout the coalfields are estimated to have been 
11s. 8d., or about the same as in the previous quarter, 
and 7d. more than in the third quarter of 1937. The 
incidence of Holidays with Pay allowances in the June 
and September quarters of 1938 affects these com- 
parisons to some extent. 


Cost oF PropuctTION AND PRocEEDS 
(Quarter ended June 1938) 


The total (net) costs of production of coal commer- 
cially disposable during the second quarter of 1938 
were ls. 1:54d. per ton higher and proceeds were 1°734d. 
per ton lower than in the previous quarter. On 
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balance, revenue exceeded expenditure by 818d. per 
ton, as compared with 1s. 11-45d. per ton in the pre- 
vious quarter and 11-08d. per ton in the corresponding 
quarter of 1937.

BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
in each month from January 1987 to October 1938 are 
shown opposite. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of 
the movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage. 


Postal receipts last month were 0°6 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier, as compared with increases of 2°0 
per cent. in September and 3:2 per cent. in October 
1937. Making comparison with the averages for the 
corresponding periods of 1924-34 (except 1926) the 
increase in October was 17-9 per cent., as compared 
with 17-5 per cent. in the preceding quarter.

STATISTICS FOR THE FIRST 


MOVEMENT OF PASSENGERS* BETWEEN 
THE UNITED KINGDOM AND NON- 
EUROPEAN COUNTRIES 


Table I on page 673 gives particulars of the numbers 
of passengers (including emigrants and immigrants) 
who travelled directly between the United Kingdom 
and places out of Europe during each of the three 
quarters and the twelve months ended September 1937 
and 1938. The number of passengers travelling from 
the United Kingdom to non-European countries 
decreased from 223,226 in the first nine months of 1937 
to 199,873 this year, while there was a somewhat larger 
reduction, from 239,848 to 209,871, in the movement 
in the opposite direction. In the twelve months ended 
September 1938 the numbers of outward and inward 
passengers were smaller than in the preceding twelve 
months by about 21,900 and 42,000, respectively, of 
which the decline in pleasure cruise passengers 
sccounted for about 3,700. 


British PASSENGERS 


The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places out of Europe, and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the number 
of persons of British nationality who arrived in the 
United Kingdom as passengers from such countries 
during the nine months ended September 1938 ex- 
eded the number who left as passengers for such 
countries by 18,654, the corresponding inward balance 
last year being 20,894. During the twelve months 
ended September 1938 an inward balance of 2,298 
British passengers was recorded, as compared with an 
inward balance of 5,250 during the twelve months 
ended September 1937, the number of outward and 
inward British passengers decreasing by 11,977 and 
14,934, respectively. In the movement with the 


British Empire, there was a change from a net inward ° 


balance of 42 in the twelve months ended September 
1987 to a net outward balance of 2,663. 


As in each year since 1930, the movement of British 
subjects during the first nine months of 1938 shows an 
inward balance from each part of the British Empire 
for which particulars are recorded, and also from the 
United States and all other foreign countries taken 
together. This inward balance, however, was smaller 
in 1938 than in the first nine months of 1937 in the 
case of each Empire division specified except India 
(including Ceylon) and British North America, the 
balance in the case of the latter being negligible in 
both years. The largest reductions were for Australia 
(1,267) and British South Africa (1,045). The inward 
balance from the United States increased by 805, while 
that from other foreign countries decreased by 826. 
Excluding pleasure cruises, the total decrease in the 
inward balance was 1,829. 


ALIEN PASSENGERS 


In the movement of aliens between the United King- 
dom and non-European countries during the first nine 
months of 1938 an outward balance of 8,656 was 
recorded, as compared with an outward balance of 
4272 in the first nine months of 1987. It should be 
noted, particularly in connection with the statistics 
telating to alien passengers, that the figures of the 
Passenger movement are inclusive of passengers who 
landed in the United Kingdom on their way between 
European and non-European countries.

NINE MONTHS OF 1938 


The statistics in respect of aliens, which are compiled 
by the Home Office, show that the number of pas- 
sengers of United States nationality who landed in the 
United Kingdom from all places abroad (including 
those arriving from European ports) and were recorded 
as visitors on holiday, tourists, etc., was 64,123 in the 
first nine months of 1938, as compared with 85,587 in 
the corresponding period of 1937. Persons travelling 
on business or for pleasure are not separately distin- 
guished in the Board of Trade returns, but the number 
of alien passengers who disembarked at United King- 
dom ports from United States ports, after deducting 
those described as ‘‘ immigrants ’’+ from the United 
States, was 44,870 in the first nine months of 1938, as 
compared with 60,343 in the corresponding period of 
19387. As measured by the Home Office figures the 
number of tourists, ete., from the United States was 
about 21,500 lower in the first nine months of this year 
than last, and as deduced from the Board of Trade 
figures about 15,500, the reduction shown by each set 
of figures being about 25 per cent. The arrivals of 
British passengers from United States ports, after 
deducting the ‘‘ immigrants,’’ decreased from 29,840 


to 25,921.

The number of passengers travelling to and from the 
Continent by sea in the first nine months of 1938 was 
about 76,000 less in the aggregate than in the same 
period of 1937, the figures for the third quarter alone 
recording a reduction of 84,000. Passengers by air, 
however, increased this year by about 1,500 outward 
and 4,500 inward, as compared with the first nine 
months of 1937. The figures of arrivals and departures 
do not, of course, relate to the number of individual 
persons who arrived or departed, but represent the 
total numbers of outward and inward voyages made by

The number of passengers travelling from the United 
Kingdom to, Eire in the first nine months of 1938 was 
about 26,000 greater than in the corresponding period 
of 1937, but the increase in the inward movement was 
only about 4,000. In the third quarter of 1938 there 
was an outward balance from the United Kingdom of 
4,400, this being the first occasion on which such a 
movement has been recorded in a third quarter. The 
change may be attributed to the number of persons of 
Irish nationality employed in this country who returned 
te Eire at the time of the international crisis. The 
inward balance in the third quarter of last year was 
13,300. The inward balance of 9,181 in the twelve 
months ended September 1938 was the smallest 
recorded in any period of twelve months since that 
terminated with December 1933. 


The number of migrants from Eire to the United 
Kingdom cannot be stated with precision, as migrants 
are not separately recorded. The available figures indi- 
cate that, on balance, about 17,100 persons left Eire 
in the first nine months of this year to take up per- 
manent residence in this country, as compared with 
39,700 in the corresponding period of 1937. There is, 
however, considerable temporary migration from Eire 
to Great Britain in the earlier months of the year, this 
inflow being usually followed by a return movement 
in the fourth quarter. The net inward movement in 
the twelve months ended September 1938 and 1937 
was about 6,500 and 33,100, respectively. These 
figures would include any residents of Eire who 
changed their permanent place of residence to the Con- 
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tinent of Europe, and vice versa, and they exclude any 
persons who may have entered or left the Uniteg 
Kingdom via the land frontier between Eire ani 
Northern Ireland, concerning whom no information jg 
available, 


EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION 


Emigrants.—The British subjects who were recorde( 
as leaving permanent residence in the United Kingdom 
to take up permanent residence in non-European coup. 
tries numbered 22,870 in the first nine months of 1938 
as compared with 21,765 in the same period of 1937 
Residence for a year or more is treated as permanent 
residence for the purpose of this classification. Th 
movement of British emigrants to the British Empir 
as a whole during the first nine months of 1938, a 
compared with a year earlier, showed an increase o! 
1,500; increases were recorded for each division excep: 
India, the largest being in respect of Australia (611) 
Comparing the movement of British emigrants to al! 
parts of the Empire during the twelve months endei 
September 1938 and 1937, an increase of 1,654 i 
shown. There were small decreases in the number 
of emigrants of British nationality to the United States 
and to other foreign countries in the first nine months 
of 1938 as compared with the corresponding period of 
1937. 


Immigrants.—The total number of immigrants of 
British nationality into the United Kingdom during 
the first nine months of 1938 was 33,512, or 539 less 
than in the first nine months of 1987. 


Net migration.—There was a net excess of British 
immigration over emigration of 9,220 in the twelve 
months ended September 1938, as compared with a net 
excess of 12,107 immigrants over emigrants during the 
twelve months ended September 1937. This reduction 
of 2,900 in the net inward movement occurred in the 
six months ended March 1938, the net movement 
in the following six months being about the same asa 
year earlier.

TRADE AGREEMENT WITH THE UNITED 
STATES 


A Trade Agreement between the United Kingdom 
and the United States of America was signed at 
Washington on 17 November 1938, and has been pub- 
lished as a Command Paper, copies of which may be 
purchased, either directly or through any bookseller, 
price ls. 6d. per copy, from H.M. Stationery Office 
at the addresses set out at the foot of the front cover 
of this ‘‘ Journal.’’ In ordering copies, the Reference 
No. (Cmd. 5882) should be quoted. 

Schedules I, IT, II] and IV to the Agreement set 
out, respectively, and with regard to the goods speci- 
fied in each Schedule, the treatment to be accorded to 
United States goods imported into the United King- 
dom; to United States goods imported into New- 
foundland; to United States goods imported into 
British Colonial Dependencies; and to goods the 
produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom, New- 
foundland or British Colonial Dependencies on impor- 
tation into the United States. 

Pending the definitive coming into force of the 
Agreement as provided in Article 23, the treatment 
provided for in Schedules I, II and IV is to be applied 
provisionally as from 1 January 1939. The provisional 
application of Schedule III is to be effected as to the 
several provisions thereof as soon as may be possible. 

A Section of the present issue of the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ contains three statements which have 
been prepared to show how the rates of United States 
duty specified in Schedule IV compare with the exist- 
ing duties; and how the treatment provided for United 
States goods imported into Newfoundland and Colonial 
Dependencies, by Schedules II and III respectively, 
compares with the present régime, and to what extent 
existing margins of British Preference will be modified. 
These particulars are not, of course, shown in the 
Agreement itself. 


CANADA—UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TRADE AGREEMENT 

A new Trade Agreement between Canada and the 
United States of America, superseding the Agreement 
of 15 November 1935, was signed at Washington on 
17 November 1938. 

Details of the new Agreement will be published in 
next week’s issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal.’’ 


MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926 
DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: IMPORTED 
SOLID-HEADED PINS

pins of brass, iron or steel to bear an indication of 

origin.

The ‘*‘ Annual Statement of the Navigation anq 
Shipping of the United Kingdom for the year 19387” 
is now available.* The volume contains much 
interesting and varied information regarding our ship. 
ping. It is divided into three sections: (1) Introduc. 
tion and abstract tables; (2) detailed tables for th: 
year 1937; (3) comparative tables for the years 1938-87, 
The tables deal with the following subjects :—The 
number, nationality and net tonnage of vessels arriving 
at, and departing from, the ports of the United King. 
dom in the foreign trade and in the coasting trade; the 
number and tonnage of vessels on the registers at the 
ports of the several divisions of the British Empire, 
and the ages of the vessels on the register at ports of 
the United Kingdom; the number and tonnage of 
vessels belonging to the United Kingdom returned as 
employed, and the number of persons employed 
therein; and shipbuilding in the United Kingdom. 


Preliminary figures relating to shipping movements 
at ports in the United Kingdom during the year 1937 
were published, when they first became available, ir 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’’ of 24 March 1988 
(pages 411-414). No revision has been found necessary 
in these preliminary figures. 


KEY INDUSTRY DUTY 
APPLICATIONS FOR FREE IMPORT LICENCES 


The Board of Trade have received applications under 
Section 5 (5) of the Finance Act, 1936, for licences to 
import free of duty :— 


(a) A deep therapy X-ray apparatus with an output 
of 30 milliamps at 200 kilovolts in which the 
high-tension transformer and X-ray tube are 
enclosed in a common casing. (17 November 
1938, quoting Reference I.M. 4554/38.) 


(b) A Vening Meinesz apparatus for the measure- 
ment of gravity at sea, comprising three 
isochronous non-magnetic pendulums and 
optical recording apparatus for the pendulum 
motions, the inclination to the vertical of the 
plane of swing, and the temperature. (Two 
weeks from 21 November 1938, quoting Refer- 
ence I.M. 1905/38.) 


(c) A portable Brinell hardness tester in which the 
impact ball indents simultaneously the speci- 
men and a bar of known hardness, whereby 
the hardness can be determined independently 
of the load. (21 November 1938, quoting 
Reference I.M,. 3528/38.) 


(d) A direct full-vision resectoscope for the removal 
of the prostate, comprising sheath, lamp, 
coagulating electrode, knife canula with water 
circulating channel, observation window and 
air bubble eliminator. (21 November 1938, 
quoting Reference I.M. 4566/38.)

BREWERS’ PURCHASES OF HOME-GROWN 
BARLEY 


The Import Duties Advisory Committee have 
iddressed a letter, of which the following is a copy, to 
the National Farmers’ Union on the subject of the 
purchases by brewers of home-grown barley in the 
year ended June 1938 :—

_ [am directed by the Import Duties Advisory Com- 
mittee to refer to their letter of 13 May 1936 on the subject 
ot barley and to the undertaking given to them by the 
Brewers’ Society that it is the intention of its members 
wllectively to make every effort to purchase in each year 
‘nding in June a minimum quantity of home-grown barley 
‘mounting to 7} million ewts. and to increase their pur- 
chases pari passu with any increase in the production of 
ter over the year ended 30 September 1935 as officially 
‘corded in the standard barrelage. 


The Committee are now informed by the Brewers’ Society 
that the purchases by its members during the year ended 
0 June 1938 of home-grown barley, and of malt produced 
‘tom home-grown barley, were equivalent to 8,062,848 cwts., 
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as compared with 7,458,100 cwts. purchased in the year 
ended 30 June 1935. 


The production of beer in the year ended 30 September 
1938, as officially recorded, was 18,145,406 standard barrels, 
as compared with 16,095,031 standard barrels in the year 
ended 30 September 1935. 

It will be observed that the excess of the 1937-38 pur- 
chases of home-grown barley over those of the year ended 
30 June 1935 is not proportionate to the increase in standard 
barrelage, but, as your Union is aware, the 1937 crop of 
malting barley was insufficient to meet the brewers’ re- 
quirements.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
PLAIN LINOLEUM AND CORK CARPET 


A British Standard Specification for Plain Linoleum 
and Cork Carpet, No. 810, has been issued by the 
3ritish Standards Institution. This Specification was 
prepared in response to representations that were made 
by the Government Interdepartmental Technical Co- 
ordinating Committee on General Stores. 

Part 1 of the Specification dealing with plain linoleum 
covers three types, the Walton super, Walton ordinary and 
Taylor. The quality of the linoleum is specified by refer- 
ence to the gauge. ‘he constituent materials and the 
general method of manufacture are also specified. 

Part 2, cork carpet, deals with two types, Taylor and 
Walton, and follows along the same lines as that for plain 
linoleum. 

There are three appendices giving the methods of carry- 
out the water absorption test, the indentation test and the 
bend test.

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TERMS AND DEFINITIONS APPLICABLE TO 
SOFTWOODS 


The British Standard Terms and Definitions applic- 
able to Softwoods, No. 565, has just been revised. 

The work of standardising Definitions for Timber 
was authorised by the Building Divisional Council in 
November 1932, and in September 1934 B.S. 565 was 
issued covering Softwoods only. 


As stated in the Foreword to that issue, the work was 
being continued by drafting definitions of terms applicable 
to hardwoods. This further work has now been completed, 
but it has been felt that the best interests of the industry 
would be served by including all terms and definitions 
relating to timber in one publication, as there are many 
definitions that are common both to softwoods and hard- 
woods. 


The present revision of B.S. 565 is therefore primarily an 
amplification to include terms applicable to hardwoods, but 
advantage has been taken of the opportunity to make a few 
modifications to certain of the definitions previously in- 
cluded. These terms and definitions are put forward for 
adoption by the timber trade of the country with the object, 
as they hecome more widely known, of simplifying com- 
mercial transactions and removing the many misunder- 
standings which arise from the absence of uniform nomen- 
clature. 


It has been considered desirable to introduce a number of 
sub-sections so as to group associated terms together. For 
instance, it was felt that it would be more convenient for 
those writing specifications for timber if all terms and 
definitions relating to defects were grouped under one head. 
The terms in each sub-section are alphabetically arranged, 
and a comprehensive index, by means of which any term 
can be readily traced, is also provided. 


The Institution, in its work, has had the advantage of 
the glossary prepared by the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory, upon which this list is largely based; similar 
work done by the standardising bodies both within and 
outside the Empire has also kindly been placed at its dis- 
posal, and every attempt has been made to correlate the 
terms and definitions wherever possible.

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THE ANALYSIS OF MINE DUSTS 


Previous Papers published by the Safety in Mines Re- 
garch Board have shown that some incombustible dusts 
are more effective than others in suppressing the inflam- 
mation of coal dust. A further Paper—‘‘No. 101: The 
jnalysis of Mine Dusts’’—has now been published by the 
Board, giving an alternative method of determining the 
carbon dioxide contents of mine dusts containing carbonates, 
and a method of determining separately the free and com- 
bined water in mine dusts containing gypsum. 

The methods for the analysis of mine dusts containing 
rbonates and gypsum are prescribed under Part I of the 
General Regulations of 30 July 1920, dealing with Pre- 
cautions against Coal Dust.

Imports of merchandise in August 1938 amounted to 
£Lstg.9,629,000, as compared with £stg.8,981,000 in August 
1937, an increase of £stg.648,000, or 7-2 per cent., states the 
Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra. Exports of mer- 
chandise were valued at £stg.6,209,000, as against 
£Lstg.6,485,000, a decline of £stg.276,000, or 4:3 per cent. 

Imports of merchandise for the first two months of the 
year 1938-39 were valued at £stg.18,234,000, as compared 
with £stg.17,785,000 in the corresponding period of 1937-38, 
an advance of £stg.449,000, or 2-5 per cent. Exports of 
merchandise for the same period were valued at 
£stg.13,007,000, as compared with £stg.14,976,000, a de- 
crease of £stg.1,969,000, or 13-1 per cent. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


In August 1938 there was an unfavourable commodity 
balance of trade of £stg.3,420,000, as against an unfavour- 
able balance of £stg.2,496,000 in August 1937. Including 
bullion and specie the balance of trade was unfavourable by 
£stg.2,497,000, as compared with an unfavourable balance 
of £stg.1,561,000 in August 1937. 

For the two months of the year 1938-39 an unfavourable 
commodity balance of £stg.5,227,000 was recorded compared 
with an unfavourable commodity balance of £stg.2,809,000 
for the corresponding months of 1937-38. Including bullion 
and specie the unfavourable trade balance was 
£stg.3,111,000, as compared with an unfavourable balance 
of £stg.823,000 for the first two months of 1937-38.

The total value of the foreign trade of British Malaya

decreased from £62,506,000 to £49,733,000, a decrease of

TRADE AND CROPS 


Trade conditions generally are quiet. 

Good rains are reported in Barbados and prospects for 
the coming sugar crop are also good. It is estimated that 
some 1,700 acres more cane is to be reaped for the next crop. 

Grinding of the new Jamaican sugar crop is not expected 
to begin until some time in December. Rum bookings for 
1938 to 24 October amounted to 12,517 puncheons. Exports 
of bananas for the year to the end of September show a 
decrease of 2,127,000 bunches from the corresponding period 
of last year’s figure of 21,091,831 bunches. The new coffee 
crop is beginning to come in. Exports of this commodity 
for the first nine months of the year, at some 3,400 tons, 
show an increase of 980 tons over the corresponding period 
of last year. 


Trinidad sugar exports for the first eight months of this 
year amounted to some 120,000 tons, or a decrease of 20,733 
tons from the corresponding period of 1937; this decline is 
due mainly to adverse weather conditions. Prospects for 
the current crop are satisfactory. Considerable activity in 
the oil industry continues, and exports of mineral oil for 
the nine months to 30 September amounted to 425,449,000 
gallons, as compared with 372,596,000 gallons for the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 


Regarding the Leeward and Windward Islands, heavy 
rains in Grenada have interfered with the young cocoa, and, 
in consequence, the next crop will be late; on the other 
hand, the rains have been beneficial to the sugar cane, and 
a good crop is expected. There are indications of an early 
arrowroot crop in St. Vincent. Exports for the year to the 
end of September amounted to 29,360 barrels, as compared 
with 26,900 barrels in the corresponding period of 1937. 
tain is wanted generally in Antigua, but prospects for the 
next sugar crop are good. Reports on the St. Kitts sugar 
crop are also favourable. 


British Guiana sugar factories have begun grinding and 
good yields are being obtained. It is expected that next 
year’s spring crop will be short owing to the wet weather 
experienced during the early part of this year. The local 
rice market is weak, but prices for the higher grades have 
been well maintained; it is expected that the present crop 
will be fair, but below average, owing to the earlier adverse 
weather conditions. Activity continues in the bauxite in- 
dustry, exports for the year to the end of September 
amounting to 334,961 tons, which showed an increase of 
some 91,000 tons over the corresponding period of last year.

CYPRUS 
TRADE IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER 


Trade showed a balance during the quarter 
under review, the total value of exports exceeding that of 
imports by £24,663. Imports at £567,632 showed increases 
both over the figures of the corresponding period of the 
previous year and the quinquennial average 1933-37, the 
items chiefly responsible being flour, unmanufactured 
tobacco, cement, electrical goods, manure, textiles, and 
tyres and tubes for motor cars and motor cycles. Timber, 
chemicals, drugs, etc., iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof, machinery, paper and paper goods show decreases as 
compared with 1937, but increases as compared with the 
quinquennial average. Noticeable decreases both 
pared with the quinquennial average and with 1937 occurred 
in edible oils, petroleum, petrol, kerosene, and motor cars 
and parts thereof.

The total value of exports (£592,295) during the quarter 
under review showed a slight decrease of £2,690 as com- 
pared with 1937, but an increase of £244,158 over the 
figures of the quinquennial average. The principal items 
showing increases both over 1937 and the quinquennial 
average were oxen, carobs (ground), carob gum, grape 
juice or must, onions and garlic, wines, chromium ore, 
cupreous concentrates and zinc ore and concentrates. There 
were decreases in almonds, carob seed, asbestos, and 
cupreous pyrites as compared with 1937, but increases as 
compared with the quinquennial average. Noticeable de- 
creases occurred in beans and peas, carobs (whole), barley, 
wheat, pomegranates, hides and skins, terra umbra, metallic 
precipitates, wood, embroidery, and mules, both as compared 
with 1937 and with the quinquennial average,

TRADE CONDITIONS 
Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Atrica supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

General business conditions in the Union remain steady, 
with a slight upward trend owing to the approach of the 
Christmas season, and an improvement in the outlook in 
country districts as a result of the firmer tone of the wool 
markets. Christmas shopping prospects are considered fairly 
good. Conditions in the building and allied trades are 
unchanged. The value of plans passed at Johannesburg 
in October was £516,467, making a total of £6,552,619 for 
the ten months of 1938, as compared with £9,538,724 for the 
corresponding period of 1937. 

The farming position and prospects are more favourable 
owing to the increase in activity and the firmer tone of 
wool markets. Agricultural implements are selling steadily.

The maize market is quiet. The official estimate of the 
wheat crop, based on conditions towards the end of 
September, is 5,222,000 bags. The Government has approved 
the Wheat Industry Control Board scheme involving fixed 
prices for flour and meal and various grades of wheat. 
Union wool markets are firm and clearances good owing 
to keen general competition. French and German buying 
has been prominent at Port Elizabeth sales. 

The mohair market is inactive, apart from transactions 
in end-of-season lots, which are selling readily at firm 
prices. 
‘Hides are slightly easier. Merino skins are easier, but 
ales good, chiefly to French buyers. Some interest is being 
shown in long wools and combings on Italian account. Goat- 
kins are in good demand, particularly light descriptions, 
hich are being bought on American account. Cape skins 
are unchanged. Ostrich feathers are firm for all descrip- 
tions. Wattle bark is quietly steady, and extract un- 
hanged. 

[he latest reports concerning deciduous fruit confirm 
the earlier forecast of good grape yields, but a light crop 
f early stone fruit. 

Retail trading in soft goods is steady, but a seasonal 
increase in activity is expected. The wholesale section shows 
little change. Conditions in the secondary industries are 
steady.

SWEDEN 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 
(From the Swedish Consulate-General in London) 


During the spring and summer the influence of the reces- 
sion was increasingly felt in most aspects of the economic 
life of Sweden. The figures compiled by the Social Board of 
the volume of employment showed a slight rise during the 
second quarter from 3:45 to 3°51 (3-00= moderately good 
employnient), but this must be regarded as a purely seasonal 
movement. The index figure for production of the Federa- 
tion of Swedish Industries, with seasonal fluctuations 
eliminated, showed a decline during that quarter. 


The recession began to have its effect on the foreign trade 
of Sweden during the second quarter. The value of the 
total turnover showed a decline from 1,052-2 million kronor 
during April-June 1937 to 953:3 million kr., or 9-4 per cent. 
This decrease primarily affected imports, which fell 14:0 per 
cent., while the deciine in exports was not more than 4-8 
per cent. Since the end of July, however, exports have 
declined rapidly, and the situation has been reversed. 


TIMBER AND PULP 


The stagnation in the timber industry continued during 
the summer. Towards the close of August, however, the 
turnover became a little more active and prices showed signs 
of improvement. In view of the poor sales recorded up to 
that time, the European Timber Exporters’ Convention 
resolved upon a further reduction by 6} per cent. in the 
export quotas of the participating countries. By the end 
of August the Swedish sales were estimated at 490,000 
standards, which, compared with the same period in 1937, 
shows a decrease of 275,000 stds. Shipments, which during 
the first quarter of 1938 remained on practically the same 
level as 1n 1937, declined sharply during the second quarter 
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as compared with last year; this applies particularly to June 
and July. 

The pulp market was very unsatisfactory during the 
summer. Such business as took place in chemical pulp was 
for the most part transacted in conjunction with the con- 
version of earlier contracts. There was a decrease in Euro- 
pean consumption, while the American consumption showed 


hardly any signs of recovery. The stocks in the hands of 
both producers and importers having increased, a restric- 


tion of output became necessary. In addition to the resolu- 
tion passed in April by S.P.S. (the European sulphite 
organisation) as to a 20 per cent. reduction of output, the 
Northern Countries’ sulphite manufacturers came to an 
agreement for the period 1 July 1938 to 30 June 1939 on a 
reduction corresponding to 15 weeks’ production. Contracts 
for mechanical pulp have likewise been few in number. As 
in the of timber, the paper pulp exports showed a 
marked decline during the second quarter as compared with 
last which was particularly pronounced in the case of 
chemical pulp.

Iron Market: Sarprrne 


The iron market has become stabilised to a certain extent 
in recent months. As far as the home market is concerned, 
increased activity has been observed, notably in regard to 
commercial iron for building purposes. This has enabled 
the home price level to stand firm. The total production of 
the ironworks showed a decline in semi-manufactured goods, 
but an increase in pig iron. The export market, however, 
has been unsteady, while sales in England have declined. 
The total exports during the second quarter showed only 
minor changes in comparison with last year. 

The freight level has remained practically unchanged 
during the past few months. A slight rise was, however, 
noticeable from April to July, though it was confined exclu- 
sively to inward freights. In August the tendency again 
weakened. On account of the unfavourable position of 
shipping, the volume of laid-up tonnage has been quite con- 
siderable. On 1 September 1938 there were 63 vessels Jaid 
up, aggregating 100,059 gross tons. This figure does not 
include vessels laid up for purposes of repair or classifica- 
tion, or those regularly out of commission for the winter. 
At the corresponding date in 1937 there was no tonnage laid 


up, except for repairs, etc

NOTE 


In the “‘ Announcements ” Section of this issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” a notice appears reporting the signature 
and publication of a Trade Agreement between the United Kingdom and the United States of America, 
The following pages contain the comparative statements to which reference is made in that notice. 


SCHEDULE II. 
ConcrEssions By NEWFOUNDLAND 


Note.—Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of America specified in this Schedule shall 
not, on their importation into Newfoundland, from whatever place arriving, be subject to duties or charges of any kind other 
higher than those specified in the third column; nor shall the said articles be subject to duties or c harges of any kind which 
xceed the duties or charges applicable to like ar ticles the growth, produce or manufacture of any territory under the sove reignty 
ff His Majesty the King. or under His Majesty’s suzerainty or protection by more than the margin of preference indicated in 
the fourth column. 


The provisions of the foregoing paragraph shall not apply to those rates of duty or margins of preference marked with an 
sterisk. In respect of these items it is recognised that the equilibrium of the Agreement would be disturbed if the rates of 
duty or margins of preference so marked were increased above the rates or margins shown. In such a case it is agreed that 
the Government of the United Kingdom would, after consultation with the Government of Newfoundland, enter into discus- 
sions with the Government of the United States not less than thirty days before the date on which such increased rate of duty 
or margin of preference becomes effective, with a view to restoring the equilibrium of the Agreement.

Schedule IIT sets out the Tariff concessions granted by Colonial Dependencies to articles the growth, produce or many. 
facture of the United States of America. These consist of reductions, stabilisations or abolitions of the present margins oj 
preference, or of stabilisations of existing equality of treatment. The following tabular statement reproduces those items jy 
Schedule III in respect of which the maximum margins of preference specified differ from the existing margins. Particulars 
of the latter are added for the purpose of comparison; these have been compiled from the latest information available jy 
London, but are subject to the possibility of error. The statement does not include those items on which the existing margins 
of preference, or existing equality of treatment as between British Empire and foreign goods, have merely been conventionalised, 

The headnote to Schedule III is as follows :— 


Nore.—Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of America specified in this Schedule shall not, on thei

The currencies in which specific amounts are stated are those in which the customs duties of the territories concerned are specified 
on the day of the signature of this Agreement. 

The provisions of this Schedule shall be interpreted according to the tariff laws and regulations in force in the respective territories 
on the day of the signature of this Agreement. 

If the Government of the United States notifies the Government of the United Kingdom that the tax imposed on the importation 
of lumber into the United States under Section 601(c) (6) of the Revenue Act of 1932, as amended, has been removed ; then, for so long 
as imports into the United States of lumber and timber described in paragraph 401 of the Tariff Act of 1930 and originating in Canada 
are exempt from ordinary customs duties and charges in excess of 50 cents per thousand board feet, the Government of the United 
Kingdom undertake that, with the concurrence of the Government of Canada, lumber and timber specified in this Schedule originating 
in the United States of America shall not, on importation into the territories in respect of which they are specified, be subject to other or 
higher duties or charges than those applicable to the like articles originating in any part of the British Empire; except that the 
foregoing does not relate to any territory in Africa.

YEW TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATION 


The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications of 
the new Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation, 
ietween the Netherlands and Siam, which was signed on 
| February 1938, were exchanged at Bangkok on 2 Novem- 
ier. The new Treaty, which replaces the Treaty of 8 June 
1925, came into force immediately on the exchange of rati- 
fcations, and will continue in force for an initial period of 
three years. If it is not denounced at least six months 
iefore the expiration of that period, it will remain in force 
for another period of one year and so on. 

The Treaty applies to the Netherlands territory in Europe, 
and, except in regard to consular matters and to the 
procedure to be followed in the case of persons who die 
intestate, to the Netherlands Indies, Surinam and Curagao.

IMPORTATION OF MEDICINES, 
PREPARATIONS IN DOSES, AND

With reference to the notice in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal”? of 4 August 1938 (pages 168-9), regarding 
Egyptian Customs Tariff modifications, the Board of Trade

FRANCE 
IMPORT OF CERTAIN PRINTING PAPER 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 13 November contains 
a Decree, dated 12 November, which suspends as from 
1 January 1939, the exemption from Customs duty provided 
for by the Decree of 21 April 1936 for an annual quota of 
25,000 metric tons of machine made paper weighing 45 
grammes (inclusive) to 120 grammes (inclusive) per square 
metre, not containing esparto or rags, in rolls at least 25 
cms. in width or in reams, with watermarks spaced 5 cms. 
apart, and intended for the direct printing of newspapers 
and periodicals, which is classified under either Tariff 
No. 461 G or Tariff No. 461 I. 


MEASURES FOR IMMEDIATE ECONOMIC AND 
FINANCIAL REHABILITATION 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 13 November contains 
a series of Decrees, dated 12 November, made under the 
provisions of the Law of 5 October, authorising the Govern- 
ment to take, by Decrees having the force of law, measures 
intended to bring about the immediate rehabilitation of the 
economic and financial situation of the country. 


The following measures are of interest to exporters and 
others engaged in trade with France :— 


Control of prices.—Modifications are made to the system 
of price control instituted by the Decree of 1 July 1937 (see 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 8 July 1937, page 72), 
and other measures. 


As from the promulgation of the new Decree any in- 
crease in the retail prices of goods and in the charges for 
services rendered to individuals (as opposed to enterprises) 
above the existing levels is prohibited, unless it is caused 
by an increase to the same extent in the wholesale price of 
the products, or is authorised by price supervision com- 
mittees. An exception is made in the case of fruit, vege- 
tables, meat and other agricultural or perishable goods. 


Increases in the wholesale and semi-wholesale prices of 
industrial products will in future only be subject to control 
by officials specially appointed for the purpose, who will be 
required to observe professional secrecy and who will have 
to take an oath. Nevertheless, Ministerial Orders may 
prohibit increases in the wholesale and semi-wholesale prices

to present prices of goods and services. 


Several Decrees, dated 13 November, made under thi 
provision, are published in the same issue of the “ Journ 
Officiel.’”’ One of these measures increases the indirec

The existing exemption from production tax in respect of 
mineral oils and their derivatives (Tariff Nos. 197 to 199 ter) 
is extended to petroleum gas, butane, propane and the like 
(Tariff No. 198 sept). 

Producers whose annual sales do not exceed 300,000 frs., 
and who previously paid production tax at the reduced 
rate (now 3 per cent.), are now to be subject to the tax 
at the full rate of 9 per cent. Such producers, and also 
certain small traders still subject to tax at the reduced 
rate, will now, however, have the option of being assessed 
for production tax on a simple arbitrary basis. 


Adjustment of taxes during the course of the year.—The 
rates of the various duties and taxes levied for the benefit 
of the State Budget and the sinking fund may, in future, 
be raised or lowered by Decree within a limit to be fixed 
each year by the Budget Law. For the year 1938 this limit 
is fixed at 10 per cent. 


Powers of Government to adjust certain taxation.—li is 
provided that Decrees may make any reductions or adjust- 
ments of taxation which are likely to favour the establish- 
ment of new enterprises or the extension of existing enter- 
prises. The provisions of the Decree of 2 May relating to 
the grant of rebates of production tax (see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ’’ of 12 May, page 665) are abrogated. 

It is provided further that Decrees may effect a reform 
of the production tax system. 


Newsprint industry.—As from 1 June 1938 a bounty of 
5 frs. per quintal is to be paid in respect of French machine- 
made paper delivered to the press for the direct printing 
of certain newspapers and periodicals. 

As from 1 January 1939 and for a period of two years, 
bounties may be granted in respect of newsprint of French 
manufacture sold abroad. 

The same Decree provides for the setting up of a com- 
mittee to consider questions relating to the organisation 
of the French newsprint industry. 


Import of benzol.—The wholesale importation of benzol 
is made subject to the same conditions, as regards the main- 
tenance of reserve stocks, etc., as those governing the 
wholesale importation of crude petroleum and its deriva- 
tives and residues. 


Miscellaneous.—Matters dealt with by other Decrees in- 
clude the following :—

Various increases in the taxes on income from securities 
(impéts sur le revenu des valeurs mobtliéres) and in 
stamp taxes, etc. 

The suppression of fiscal fraud. 

The residence of foreigners. 

A special commercial identity card required by foreigners 
pursuing commercial or industrial occupations in France. 

Prolongation until 31 December 1939 of the grant of tourist 
travel cards to visitors to France. 

Defence works against floods and the sea. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 15 November contains a 
further series of Decrees, dated 12 November, made under 
the powers accorded to the Government by the Law of 
5 October. 

One of these provides that any of the measures taken 
under the provisions of the Law of 5 October may be ex- 
tended to Algeria and the conditions of their application 
may be fixed as required by local circumstances.

In the calculations for establishing import rights, yarns 
of over 32 and up to 70 English counts will be considered 
as forming one single group; while yarns of more than 70 
English counts will form another group.

SUPPLEMENTARY ANGLO-TURKISH TRADE

With reference to notices under the above heading in 
previous issues of the ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ it should be noted that 
where the quotas for any particular items are exhausted, no 
fresh imports into Turkey may take place under those items 
until the new quarterly quotas become available on 1 Janu- 
ary next. On that date goods which are already lying in the 
Turkish Customs and in respect of which import declara- 
tims have been made, will be admitted in the chronological 
order of such declarations within the limits of the quotas 
available. In this connection the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy in Angora has been informed that the quan- 
tities of goods shown in the second column of the statement 
below were lying in the Customs at Istanbul on 1 November 
last and that import declarations had been made in respect 
of them, 


It will be observed that in certain cases the whole of, or 
even more than, the next quarter’s quota will be taken up 
ly the goods which have already reached Istanbul, while in 
other cases the goods awaiting entry will absorb the greater 
part of that quota. Moreover, the figures in the second 
column of the statement below do not include the quantities 
of goods which at that date may have been lying in Turkish 
ports other than Istanbul.

PRESENT, 


Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1936 (16 and 17 Geo. 5, c. 53), it is provided 
that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any class or 
description has on a reference from the appropriate Depart- 
ment been held by a Committee appointed for the purposes 
of the said Act and the report of the Committee on the 
matter has been taken into consideration by the Depart- 
ment, that Department may, unless it appears to them that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods of that 
class or description for use or consumption in the United 
Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an 
indication of origin, make a representation to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that an Order should be made under the 
said Section 2 and His Majesty in Council may thereupon, 
subject to the provisions of the said Act, make an Order 
prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale in the United 
Kingdom of imported goods of that class or description 
unless they bear an indication of origin. 


And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the said 
Section an enquiry in relation to the class or description of 
goods to which the present Order relates has, on reference 
from the appropriate Department, namely, the Board of 
Trade (hereinafter called ‘‘the Board ’’) been held by a 
Committee appointed for the purposes of the said Act and 
the report of that Committee has been taken into con- 
sideration by the Board; 


And whereas by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section 
(1) of the said Section it appears to a Committee to be 
desirable that any imported goods should bear an indication 
of origin at the time of importation, and the Committee 
so reports to the appropriate Department, that Department, 
unless having regard to all the circumstances of the case 
including the re-export trade of the United Kingdom in

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
Him in that behalf, is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows: 


1. It shall not be lawful to import into the United King- 
dom or, if imported, to sell or expose for sale in the United 
Kingdom, any solid-headed pins of brass, iron or steel, 
unless they bear an indication of origin. 


2. The indication of origin shall be printed or stamped 
mn the descriptive label of the wrapper or other container 
in which the goods are imported, sold or exposed for sale, 
or, where there is no such descriptive label, on the wrapper 
or other container itself. 


3. Goods to which this Order applies shall bear the indi- 
cation of origin herein provided on exposure for sale whole- 
sale, whether or not the person so exposing the goods is a 
wholesale dealer. 


4. This Order shall come into force at the expiration of 
three months from the date hereof. 

5.—(a) This Order may be cited as the Merchandise Marks 
(Imported Goods) No. 6 Order, 1938. 

(b} The Interpretation Act, 1889,* shall apply to the 
interpretation of this Order, as it applies to the interpreta- 
tion of an Act of Parliament.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of gocds not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i, 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporter 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by e- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchases of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shows 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
